Pangalos Wants Strongest 
Army in Balkans and 
Navy to Dominate East- 
ern Mediterranean.

Athens and Sofia, in Ad- 
dition to Bucharest, Are 
Reported in Serious Po- 
litical Turmoil.

LONDON, Jan. 4.—-In addition to 


Rumania, where Crown £=Prince 


Carol has resigned and there are 
reports of a move to overthrow the 
monarchy, two other Balkan states 
are in political turmoll. 

In Greece, Gen. Pangalos. Pre- 
mier,and Minister of War, who de- 
throned King Constantine and 
placed the crown on the head of 
King George, has announced that 
he will institute a military dicta. 
torship. 

In Bulgaria, due to failure to 
bring the members of his Cabinet 
into harmony, the Premier, Tzan- 
koff, has handed his resignation to 
King Boris. Andrey Liaptcheff, a 
former finance’ minister, will en- 
deavor to form a new ministry. 
Pangalos once. said that the 
Greeks went to war with the olive 
branch in one hand and the sword 
in the other. In announcing his 
decision to take over the entire 
control of the Government he said 
that pariiamentary Government 
was the cause of all Greece's trou- 
bles. 

“T am, therefore, preparing a 
program based solely on armed 
force.” he added. 

His announcement was made at 
dinner given his fionor by regi- 
ments of the Democratic Guard. 

“Our fleet In a few months will 
be mistregs of the Eastern Med- 
iterranean, and our army one of 
the strongest in the Balkans,” said 
the Prentoe at the dinner. After 
the dinner the guards paraded the 
principal streets of the city, cheer- 
ing for Pangalos. 

Possibly bearing on the situa- 
tion in Bulgaria is the fact that 
in Sofia on Saturday a meeting of 
survivors of the Sveti Kral Cathe- 
dral bomb outrage last April pro- 
tested against the amnesty bill 
which would pardon even those re- 
sponsible for the explosion.

He said that the Government, 
convinced that there was no-hope 
of. reaching an understanding with 
party leaders, owing to their in- 
transigeance, had decided to con- 
centrate all the power in its hands 
and assume responsibility for the 
further development of the po- 
litical situation. 

The Premier said he must act tn 
accordance with the demand of 
that’ large majority on which the 
Government had relied and would 
continue to rely. 

Therefore, the Government. or 
rather he himself, considered it no 
longer was bound by any previous 
declaration or obligation. He was 
convinced that he enjoyed the full 
confidence of the Greek people and 
that what he had done in the past 
constituted sufficient guarantee for 
the future.
